Mrs. Sulli- 
van's amendment would authofize 
inspectors to enter a plant “after 
first exhibiting appropriate cre- 
dentials to the owner, operator or 
custodian.” 

Believes Mrs. Hobby Agrees. 

“I have reason to believe that 
you are in agreement with me-on 
the importance of the work that 
is being done by the Food and 
Drug Administration, and its in- 
spectors, and that you fully real- 
ize what it means, not only to 
our health, but our pocketbooks,” 
Mrs. Sullivan told Mrs. Hobby 
by letter. 

“Inspection is the heart of the 
Food and Drug Administration.

These collections of American books, magazines

Few Americans can appreciate what access to 


this literature has meant to liberated peoples. 


For years books, European magazines and news- 
papers contained only what Hitler or some other 
dictator allowed. | 

With the end of the war free printed ma- 
terial from the United States came through 
after the 10-year drouth. Men and women 
crowded into the United States Information 
Service libraries to read and learn the things 
that had been. denied them by totalitarian rule. 
Readers often stood for long periods with open 
books in their hands because there were not 
nearly enough chairs to go around. 

These libraries have now come up against the 
dictatorial repression that blacked out free in- 
quiry in Germany and elsewhere on the conti- 
nent. The fast-touring investigators for the Me- 
Carthy committee, Cohn and Schine, checked the 
books on the Amerika Haus libraries in Ger- 
many against a blacklist of authors. Now the U- 
braries, which come under the State Depart- 
ment, have removed all books by some 20 au- 
thors. The New Yerk Times reports the sorry 
facts in a dispatch from its correspondent in 
Berlin, Walter Sullivan—a dispatch that should 
fill this country with shame. 

Books on foreign affairs by Walter Duranty, 
for many years New York Times correspondent 


in Moscow, by Vera Micheles Dean, staff writer 


of the Foreign Policy Association, by the late 
Richard E. Lauterbach, Life magazine corre- 
spondent, have been banned. 

Still other writers whose works have been 
taken from the shelves are Langston Hughes, 
Missouri-born poet; Edgar Snow, former mem- 
ber of the staff of The Saturday Evening Post, 
and Theodore White, formerly of Time magazine. 
The censorship has gone so far as to rule out 
the mystery stories of Dashiell Hammett—as if 
there were subversion between their covers! 

We wish we could say that all this is ridicu- 
lous and be done with it, The fact is that noth- 
ing is ridiculous which cancels out the good 
that has been done by these libraries in- the 
seven years since the end of the war. Actually 
it would have been better never to have set up 
the libraries at all than to turn them now into 
instruments which betray the very _American 
ideals held up to Europe by the United States. 

Can it be that Secretary of State Dulles has 
himself approved this resort to censorship of 
American literature? Is it possible an official 
step of such consequences would be taken with- 
out consulting President Eisenhower? 

The Post-Dispatch prefers to believe that 
neither the President nor his Secretary of State 
knows about this outrageous kowtowing to the 
McCarthy influence. Somebody around the White 
House should tell them before the damage is be- 
yond repair. 5

T. S. Eliot said in his address at Washington 
University that Mark Twain, Walt Whitman and 


combined with unconscious universality.” This 
may very well be true, or it may very well be 
true that Twain, Whitman and Poe hada strong- 
ly generalized flavor and u universality of 
which they were well aware. As Representative 
Dewey Short said in the halls of Congress the 
other day, no pancake is ¢vert so flat that it 
does not have two sides. This is particularly true 
in the field of artistic assessment. 

The reader, for example, might read “Fall 
of the House of Usher” and “Annabel Lee” with- 
out working up any violent conviction that the 
author was speaking of the state of Virginia or 
even the American South. Sam Clemens certain- 
ly spoke about this Middle West, but whether he 
referred to it as the world seen through his field- 
glasses, or as the field-glasses through which his 
world was seen, is all a matter of opinion. Assur- 
edly he knew that the injustices and hypocrisies 
he wrote about were universal. If Whitman was 
localized, the boundaries of his localization were 
no less narrow than those of the United States— 
a pretty large locality. 

We do not take issue with Mr. Eliot. To the 
contrary, we enthusiastically agree. The view 
that the three great figures he mentioned had 
strong local flavor combined with unconscious 
universality is not only a tenable opinion. It is 
also a very interesting side of the pancake.

contractors for arbitration, and when they arrived at a conclusion or settlement this 
would be placed in a en agreement—that in the meantime the same agree- 
ment which had been followed for years relating to Welfare would be left in effect.

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Snead and Fazio Tied for Lead in U.S. Open Golf With 141 Each 


Sam S Sinks 
Chip Shot 


Of 55 Yards 


OAKMONT, Pa., June 12 (UP) 
—Slammin' Sammy Snead, driving 
for the only major golf title he 
never has won, fired a three- 
under-par 69 today in the second 
round of the United States Open 
championship. Snead had 72 yes- 
terday to give him 141 and a tie 
with Fazio for the lead. 

It gave the West Virginia’ hill- 
billy of the fairways, a 36-hole ag- 
gregate of 141, tying him with 
George Fazio, another veteran pro, 
for the lead among the early sec- 
ond round finishers, 

Snead started out today five 
strokes behind Ben Hogan, who 
blazed over the rugged Oakmont 
Country ‘Club course yesterday in 
a 67. Fazio started three strokes 
off the pace, having carded a two- 
under-par 70 first round. 

Rain, which had been threaten- 
ing all day, started to fall steadily 
as Snead sank a 55-yard chip shot 
to the 18th green for a birdie and 
an in-nine of 33, two under par. 
He had gone out in 36, one under. 

Chip Shot Big One. 

Snead used only three putts on 
the last four holes. His birdie om 
the 18th was his second in a row 
for he had canned a long putt for 
on on the 292-yard par four 


He carded four birdies, 13 pars 
and had one bogey. 

Sammy’s putter was hot, for 
he needed only 27 putts for the 
round. That saved him for he 
really scrambled on the way home. 
He missed the greens with his 
approaches on the 10th, 13th, 15th, 
16th and 18th holes, but still 
parred them all except the 18th, 
when he sank a chip shot for 
a bird. 

Snead birdied ‘the first hole 
when he chipped his third to 
= feet from the pin and holed 
ou 

He bogied the par three eighth 
but made up for it by dropping a 
long putt for a birdie four on the 
ninth. He stayed even par from 
then on until the 17th, although 
he had to cnme through with what 
he described as “the best shot 
I've ever had ott of a sand trap” 
on the 16l-yard par three 13th. 
His drive landed in the deep trap, 
but Snead pitched out to within 
three feet of the pin and sank the 
putt. 

Hogan, teeing off late, started 
with two birdies on the first two 
holes.

It 
needed 26 votes for passage. 
Senator John P. Meyer (Rep.), 
Danville, said the bill would “put 
an end” to ‘a lot of hysteria and 
a lot of crackpot claims” that 
certain books were subversive. 


It permits anyone who believes 
a book used in a social science 
class is “antagonistic” to American 
Government principles or ideals 
to ask the state to “evaluate” 


Screening Committee. 


The state superintendent of 
public instruction would appoint 
a screening committee. The 
screeners’ decision could be car- 
ried to a special appeal commit- 


tee. 

Meyer said the bill contained 
“nothing mandatory” but it would 
make publishers “more careful” 
about what they print. 

Senator Egbert B. Groen 
(Rep.), Pekin, said it is the state’s 
“duty” to “see: that our school 
children know the facts about the 
American way of life, the demo- 
cratic way of life and the capital- 
istic system.” 

Senator Marshall Korshak 
(Dem.), Chicago, charged that 
“literally applied,” the defini-- 
tions in the bill would prohibit 
the teaching of subjects like 
French and English government. 

He said the bill, would make 
“legal nuisances out of every ir- 
responsible critic.” 

Senator James W. Gray (Dem.), 
East St. Louis, also objected. 

“We will some day arrive at a 
point where we will write history 
to suit the prejudices of the mo- 
ment and tell ourselves it never 
really happened at all,” Gray 


aid. 
Broyles-Stratton Conflict. 


House leaders are seeking to 
work out a compromise between 
Gov. Stratton and Senator Paul 
W. Broyles on a proposed Illinois 
anti-subversive law. 3 

Speaker Warren L. Wood sent 
the house Republican policy com- 
mittee of five veteran members 
into separate conferences with the. 
Governor and the Mount Vernon 
Republican Senator. 

The conclusion was that a spe- 
cial hearing on Broyles’ anti-sub- 
versive bill and a milder one 
probably will be held on the 
House floor next week. 

Broyles said he also agreed to 
drop his stand on one major bone 
of contention in his bill. 

Broyles's bill, ready for a pas- 
sage vote in the House, outlaws 
seditious activity er membership 
in an organization judged sedi- 
tious, and requires non«Commu- 
nist oaths from all Government 
employes. 

The other bill simply makes it 


lillegal to be a Communist or 


fascist or to belong to a Commu- 
nist-or Fascist-front organization. 
Points of Difference. 


The conferences yesterday re- 
vealed two main points of dis- 
agreement between Stratton and 
Broyles. 

One concerns the oath. Broyles 
wants employes to take an oath 
denying membership in the Com- 
munist party. The Governor pre- 
fers a loyalty oath in which the 
employe swears allegiance to the 
nation and the Constitution. 
Broyles refused to budge on 
this point, repeating his conten- 
tion that a Communist does not 
object to swearing allegiance to 
the Constitution but “in most 
cases” will refuse to swear he isn't 
a Communist. 

The other point of contention 
concerned Broyles’s proposal to 
set up the office of a special as- 
sistant attorney general to inves- 
tigate subversive activities. 
Broyles said he was willing to 
drop his stand on this point. 
Broyles said the compromise 
discussion in no way affects his 
second bill to create a $65,000 
commission to investigate subver- 
sives. : 

A bill to require non-Commu- 
nist oaths from all tenants of 
public housing projects squeezed 
through the Illinois Senate yester- 
day, 28 to 11.

ELLING of the escape of an entire circus from behind 
I the Iron Curtain in Czechoslovakia into Austria, Director 
a Kazan and Scripter Robert E. Sherwood give us a 
Tot of intriguing and exciting moments in “MAN ON A 
a TIGHTROPE” at the PAGEANT THEATER. 
They made the picture in Bavaria, and as 

background used the Brumbach Circus, which 
actually did escape into West Berlin in a 
‘Jess spectacular fashion ‘it filtered out dur- 
ing the winter). The atmosphere thus is re- 
alistic, has a shoddy, turbulent, hard-boiled 
air of a small circus existing on a hand-to- 
mouth basis. Sherwood wrote some full-blooded characters 
into his Circus Cernik and Czech security police, and Kazan 
has brought them to life through his actors in a series of 
vivid performances. The final crash-through at the border 
barrier, in which the circus approaches pretending to be 
staging a parade prior to a show for the border soldiers and 
then plunges through center in an all-out desperate try, is 
one of the most suspenseful and hectic pieces of cinema we've 
had in months. . 

Sherwood’s script hasn't taken to soap-boxing or flag- 
waving to comment on the differences between the Red world 
and the democratic one. Instead he’s been convincingly down- 
to-earth and naturalistie about it. Karel Cernik, owner of the 
circus, isn’t a man with very deep political beliefs. But he 
gets sick and tired of the snooping police spies around, and 
when a police intelligence agent tries to tell him what acts 
to use and not to use, that's the end. He's going to a country 
where @ man can run his circus as he sees fit, and he takes 
some desperate chances to get there. The plotting and prepa- 
ration is built up deliberately and skillfully, including one 
ironically boisterous bit of comic relief in a sham slam-bang 
fight in a circus wagon. The play of personal rivalries, jeal- 
ousies and suspicion is dexterously interwoven to help build 
up the taut atmosphere. 

LT ean't recall Fredric March ever giving a bad performance, 
but that of Cernik, a confused, shop-worn, volatile man who 
has the necessary guts in a crisis, is one of his best. Terry 
Moore as his unkempt and warm-blooded daughter, and Glo- 
ria Grahame as his sexy, dleazy and slippery wife, both fit 
_ gtrongly into the mood of the thing. Cameron Mitchell is 
probably a bit more wild-eyed than necessary as an elemental 
young buck who is constantly clutching Terry hotly to him in 
‘ hay-stacks and cold mountain streams, but he suffices. Adolphe 
* Menjou as the cynical police intelligence man and Phillip 
«« Kenneally (who was here last season at the Empress) as a 
baleful police sergeant both give intelligent performances.

Edward Draper, Who Received M. D. at W. U., Plans to Specialize in Psychosomatic Medicine

begin his internship at City Hos- 
pital. When he completes it, he 
plans to specialize in the field of 
psychosomatic medicine, that mid- 
dle ground of medicine which is 
only now being explored by the 
medical profession, and which 
deals with bodily disorders in- 
duced by mental and emotional 
disturbances. 

“It is in this field,” says Dr.. 
Draper, “that the ministry and 
medicine esp cially psychiatry— 
become closely united. Both offer 
the personal relationship and un- 
derstanding which rebuilds peo- 
ple. 
“In studying the life of Jesus,” 
Draper points out, we find that 
while He was a great preacher 
and leader, He won His greatest 
victories in His personal contacts 
with people. 

“I feel that many of the mira- 
cles came from His understanding 
of people, and not as a result of 
crossing any natural laws.

Dr. Draper, a mild-mannered, 
blond-haired young man of 27, 
found himself at a crossroad back 
in 1946, when he got his Bachelor 
of Arts degree from Washington 
University, He was torn between 
medicine and the ministry. 

His father had been a doctor. 
His name was Neal Draper, and 
he died in 1934,.when Edwar was 
only 8 years old. Edgar had 
two older brothers in college at 
the time. His mother, who had 
been a school teacher, returned 
to the classroom to support her 
sons, Later she held other jobs, 
including one with the OPA dur- 
ing the war. She worked for the 
Missouri Health Service until last 
year, when she retired. 

Young Edgar graduated with 
honors from Beaumont High 
School, and won a scholarship to 
Washington University. While at- 
tending the university he realized 
that the time was at hand when 
he should make up his mind what 
he wanted to do in life. He could 
have gone right into the School 
of Medicine and thought serious- 
ly about it at the time. “I could 
have gone in during the war, and 
been a practicing doctor now,” he 
says with a grin, “but I wasn't 
sure.”

URING those years he was ac- 

tive in church work, and in 

young people’s activities, and 
he liked the idea of the ministry. 
Of course, he had his own ideas 
of what the ministry should be. 
He felt even then that the min- 
istry, in its ideal state, should 
concern itself more with personal 
problems than with church man- 
agement and “preaching the con- 
gregation into heaven, en masse.” 

He decided to go to Duke Uni- 
versity, which had a good med- 
ical school and a good theological 
school, Whichever way his foot- 
steps were guided, the paths 
would be there.

It was at this point, also, that 
he learned what the ministry 
could be like. The program at 
Duke includes on-the-job training. 
Students are sent out to rural 
churches to assist the minister or, 
where there is no minister, take 
over the job. 

“Here I was, a city boy, who 
knew nothing about country life, 
being sent into the hills of North 
Carolina to preach and lead a con- 
gregation,” he said. 

He was only 21 years old. He 
was sent to a mountain commun- 
ity called Warrensville, which had 
had no regular pastor for some 
six years. There was a man who 
carried the mail and farmed and 
tried to preach at seven different 
community churches, by turns.

would, start Bible School the next 
morning, and open a revival meet- 
ing the next night. I had never 
even conducted a Bible school, let 
alone a revival.” 


As a matter of fact, he had 
never even preached as yet. But 
the next day the Bible school 
opened, and the next night the 
revival started. He held a revival 
meeting every night for a week or 
more. They came from miles 
around in cars and wagons, and 
they brought lanterns with which 
to light the church. As the nights 
passed, young Draper began to 
loosen up and sort of get into the 
swing of the kind of preaching 


they wanted, but he never was 


able to give them the kind of 
brimstone he knew they liked. 

“In “fact, I guess it was about 
the coolest revival ever held,” he 
says. 

Before the summer was over he 
had held five revivals and six 
Bible schools, and the people 
liked him. To show how far back 
in the hills he was, there was one 
old-timer in the church, 96 years 
old, who kept referring to “The 
Methodist Church South.” One 
day Draper said to him, “didn’t 
you know there is no longer a 
Methodist Church South; they 
merged more than 10 years ago.” 

The old man said, “y’don’t say!” 
He thought about it a few min- 
utes, and said, “Well, I reckon it's 
high time.”

how many people came up to him 
after the services and said,

in recent years to include psy- 
chiatric training in a minister's 
education. In some Bible schools 
now, Draper pointed out, they 
are requiring future ministers to 
work for some weeks in psychi- 
atric wards of hospitals and to 


learn the difference between a 


person who merely has the blues 
and a person who is actually 
mentally ill. 

“I would like to set up a clinic 
for ministers in St. Louis,” says 
Draper, “where they could take a 
short training course and learn to 
distinguish between those they 
can and those th can’t help. 
Also to teach them ‘how to help 
people over critical periods in 
their lives, such as a death in the 
family, when they are most vul- 
nerable for a breakdown. Many 
don’t recognize the signs of deep- 
seated trouble, when a person 
should be sent to a psychiatrist. 
In fact, a well-meaning minister 
might even aggravate a situation, 
if he doesn’t know its real cause.” 

Draper is one who believes that 
the minister should function more 
like psychiatrist, in that he 
should spend more time in per- 
sonal interviews. 

“Too many of them, fearful of 
tackling the problem perhaps, 
prefer to ignore trouble when it
